William  Gouciie  was  born  Aug.  12,  1824  at  Kirk-  . 
michael,  Ayrshire,  Scotland.  He  was  married  on  June  15, 
1847  as  from  Kilmadock  by  Rev.  Wm.  Young  of  the 
Free  Church,  of  Kilmarnock,  Ayrshire,  Scotland  to  Grace 
Maitland  of  Clerks  Lane,  Kilmarnock.  She  was  born 
Dec.  29,  1821  at  Girvan,  Scotland.  Another  record  says 
that  Wm.  had  a  sister,  Janet  Goudie  Buchanan,  at  Cross 
Hill  Scotland  and  a  brother  John  Goudie  of  Richfield. 
Minn.,  a  bachelor.  About  1851,  they  came  to  the  U.  S.  A. 
and  located  at  Waukesha,  Wis.,  where  several  of  their 
children  were  born.  About  1862  they  moved  to  a  dairy 
farm  at  Havana,  Minn.,  where  they  both  died,  he  in  1882 
and  she  in  1891.  Both  are  buried  in  the  Havana  (5  miles 
east  of  Owatonna)  cemetery,  as  are  Agnes  and  Jane..
